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Sherwood Hotel 


This 1930s photograph of the Sherwood Hotel, at the southwest corner of Washington and Cherry streets, 
was taken shortly before the upper three stories were torn down and the ground floor was converted to a 
store. Built in 1874, it was first known as the Cook Hotel and was considered one of the finest north of Chi¬ 
cago. Over its history it also was operated as the Straubel, Felch and Frontenac hotels. The rest of the build¬ 
ing was razed in 1981. The site is now occupied by Nicolet Bank’s corporate headquarters.
